RESIDENTS have re-elected 
Lutfur Rahman as mayor 
of Tower Hamlets for the 
next four years. 

Standing as the Tower Ham- 
lets First candidate, he received 
37,395 votes with Labour's John 
Biggs in second place with 
34,143 votes. 

The count went to the second 
preference round after neither 
of the two candidates with the 
most votes - Mr Biggs and 
Mayor Rahman - succeeded in 
gaining 50 per cent of the poll 


in the first round. This meant the 
second preferences of the bot- 
tom eight mayoral candidates 
were redistributed to the top 
two candidates. 

The result was eventually 
declared just before 2am on 
Saturday, May 24. 

Speaking after the an- 
nouncement, Mayor Rahman 
thanked the returning officer 
John Williams and council staff 
as well as fellow candidates for 
“letting democracy prevail". 

“The people of the borough 
have spoken again," he said.

"I hope that the statue 
will serve as an inspiration 
to Spotlight members and 
also the students attending 
the nearby Langdon Park 
Sports Community Col- 
lege, highlighting the 
achievements of a local 
youth, who through 
hard work and deter- 
mination rose to the 
very pinnacle of his 
sporting career."

Mayor Rahman wins second term 


TOWER Hamlets First had 
won most seats on the 
council as East End Life 
went to press on Saturday 
morning. 

But re-counts were due to be 
held on Sunday in five wards - 
Bethnal Green, Bow East, Brom- 
ley South, Island Gardens and 
St Peter's. 

And the council election was 
postponed in Blackwall & Cu- 
bitt Town following the death 


of one of the candidates. 

By Saturday the results, 
detailed on pages 4 & 5, had 
given Tower Hamlets First 15 
seats on the council, Labour 
had nine and the Conserva- 
tives had three. 

The number of seats and 
wards has changed following a 
review by the Boundary Com- 
mission of England - there 
were previously 51 councillors 
in 17 wards.

Mayor Rahman said: “We 
will continue the work we start- 
ed as a team of councillors, ad- 
visers, council officers - we are 
a high performing council. 
We will continue the great 
work we started. We are an in- 
clusive, multicultural, integrat- 
ed community.” 

The mayor pledged to deliv- 
er more new homes and asked 
the public to give him a chance 
and to judge him on his record. 

“Residents are astute, in- 
formed and knowledgeable. We 
represent everyone. The next 
four years will be energising. 
It is about giving our children 
a future they can be proud of,” 
he said. 

“Mayoralty is a gift from the 
people of the borough. It has 
been entrusted to me and I 
want people to trust me.” 

Mr Biggs thanked all those 


staff, candidates and campaign- 
ers who had helped keep democ- 
racy alive in east London. 

“We should be proud of one 
of the highest turnouts in the 
capital,” he said. 

Congratulating Mayor Rah- 
man on his victory, he said he 
would continue to work with 
him “to find a common cause”. 

“Tower Hamlets is a very 
special place, I love the East End 


of London, I've always said we 
need to respect one another, 
unite and work together. That's 
how we can be unbeaten as a 
community, if we are divided we 
will be taken apart.” 

Thousands of people headed 
to the polls on Thursday, May 22 
to vote for the mayor, 45 local 
councillors and for London re- 
gion members of the European 
Parliament. 


News in bzief 

Poll postponed 

THE election for councillors in 
the new Blackwall & Cubitt 
Town ward was cancelled last 
week after the death of one of 
the candidates. 

Mohammed Hafizur (Hifzur) 
Rahman, who was standing 
for Tower Hamlets First, died 
early on Wednesday, May 21. 

Offering condolences to his 
family, a spokesman for the 
council's returning officer said 
that, in accordance with local 
election rules, the poll would no 
longer take place on May 22. 

A by-election will be held in 
the ward within 35 days of the 
original poll date. Polling stations 
in the ward displayed revised 
instructions to electors. 

The mayoral and European 
elections went ahead in the 
ward as planned. 

Euro vote results 

VOTES for the European election 
were due to be counted on 
Sunday, May 25. 

The results cannot be de- 
clared until all polls have closed 
across the 28 member countries. 
They were due to be announced 
in Tower Hamlets after 10pm. 

Around 400 million people 
were eligible to cast their vote 
for 751 members of the European 
Parliament. 

In London, 17 political parties 
were competing for eight seats 
to represent the capital.

Faith groups unite 


POLICE were alerted to 
reports of a convoy of 
Britain First vehicles in 
Tower Hamlets on election 
day last Thursday at 
10.30pm as polling sta- 
tions closed. 

Members of the fringe group 
had attempted to walk along 
Brick Lane and distribute leaflets. 
They left the area after a request 
by police. 

A council spokeswoman said 
there was no impact on the 
strict elections processes, devel- 
oped by the council, the police 
and the Electoral Commission, 
which were designed to ensure 
a free and fair voting process. 

In support of the borough's 


No Place for Hate campaign, 
faith and community groups, 
the council and police expressed 
unity in their opposition to 
Britain First's actions. 

The Rev Alan Green, chair of 
the Inter Faith Forum, said: 
“Tower Hamlets, and the wider 
East End, has a long and hon- 
ourable tradition of opposing 
those who preach hatred and 
provoke community division.” 

Superintendent Helen Lewis 
of Tower Hamlets police said: 
“We are committed to maintain- 
ing community cohesion in 
Tower Hamlets and work con- 
tinually with our partner agen- 
cies to offer reassurance to our 
local residents and businesses.”

The team in green 
keep parks pristine 


THE Green Team, the coun- 
cil’s in-house grounds 
maintenance service, has 
now been in existence for 
one year with its 20 ded- 
icated gardeners who are 
responsible for the main- 
tenance of the 160 parks 
and open spaces. 

Responsibilities include grass 
cutting, planting, flowerbed 
maintenance, unlocking and 
closing of the park gates and 
checking play structures for 
damage. The team also pro- 
vides specialist care of the bowl- 
ing greens around the borough. 

In the past year innovative 
ways of tracking work and re- 
porting problems have been 
introduced. Quick Response (OR) 
codes are being piloted at the 
gates of the major parks within 
the borough to allow park users 
to alert the council to any issues 
they may find, helping to speed 
up response times. 

Radio-frequency identifica- 
tion (RFID) tokens are also be- 
ing used to track that essential

Partnership is 
working well 



News from the 
council’s community 
safety service 

IT’S been a busy month for 
the community safety ser- 
vice. The Partnership Task 
Force has been continuing 
to take action against 
drug dealers - this time 
(on May 3 ) arresting three 
people in a dawn drugs 
raid on Tiber Close in Bow. 

During the raid, officers seized 
a quantity of cannabis, three 
wraps of white powder, and £120 
in cash. They also discovered a 
hydroponic tent (pictured above) 
containing the remnants of a 
cannabis plant, and fertiliser, 
lights and an extractor fan. 

All three occupants who were 
arrested denied cultivating or 
supplying drugs, and were 
bailed. 

The Partnership Task Force is 
a council initiative under which 
the council funds extra police 
officers, and tasks them to 
tackle key issues of importance 
to residents such as drugs, 
gangs and vice. 

It demonstrates that when 
the council and police work 
together, we really can help 
make residents feel safer. 

In another recent success, 
the owner of a noisy shisha bar 
in Poplar issued an apology to 
residents for the disturbance 
he caused them - after we took 
action against him. 

The owner of the Shisha 
Lounge (also known as the 
Canopy Shisha Bar), Dabir 
Ahmed, posted letters through 
residents' doors. 

The letter read: “...I am taking 
this opportunity to apologise for 


any possible inconveniences 
and to guarantee you that new 
measures have been taken into 
consideration to create a safer 
and quieter environment...” 

The Shisha Lounge, which is 
at the junction of Broomfield 
Street and Upper North Street, 
was ordered to close for six 
weeks in February, after the 
council took action against it for 
persistently disturbing resi- 
dents. The premises re-opened 
at the end of March. 

We decided to take action 
after receiving numerous com- 
plaints from residents and local 
businesses about anti-social 
behaviour and noise nuisance 
emanating from the shisha bar. 

This apology is a sign that the 
action we've taken is working 
to improve residents' quality of 
life. However, we are still 
monitoring the Canopy Shisha 
Bar, and will not hesitate to take 
further action if necessary. 

Also this month, we have 
launched a new telephone 
helpline for residents who are 
having problems with sub- 
stance or alcohol misuse. 

The new helpline is a free- 
phone and will operate 24 hours 
a day, 365 days a year. Callers will 
be offered crisis advice, and in- 
formation and signposting to 
support services. 

The aim of the service is to 
offer support and advice to 
people suffering with drug and 
alcohol problems, and who may 
also be involved in the criminal 
justice system.

COLONIES loom large in the histo- 
ry and mythology of our island. Eng- 
land, then Great Britain and latterly 
the United Kingdom, became rich 
on trade and slaving. Of course it’s 
far easier to be the little country 
punching above its weight when 
you have cannon, musket and dis- 
ease on your side against unpre- 
pared indigenous peoples. 

But extraordinary though Britain's do- 
minion over the globe was, there were nu- 
merous disasters too... and failed and 
vanished colonies play a fascinating role 
in our past. 

The Lost Colony at Roanoke, Queen Eliz- 
abeth's attempt to establish a permanent 
English foothold in the Americas, is prob- 
ably the most famous. Established in 1587, 
on the modern-day North Carolina coast, 
its 115 members included Elizabeth Dare, the 
first child born to English parents on 
American soil. When ships returned in 1590 
to bring supplies to the colony, it had dis- 
appeared without trace... no clue to their 
fate has ever been found. 

Then there was the Darien Scheme, 
Scotland's attempt to establish itself as a 
global colonial power in 1695, and a disas- 
ter of such epic proportions (swallowing 
£400,000, at the time a third of the liquid 
wealth of Scotland) that it led almost di- 
rectly to the Act of Union just 12 years later. 

A combination of inexperience, greed and 
the perfidy of the English Crown (William 
III having promised the support of his own 
American colonists but then reneged) sunk 
New Caledonia. When Robert Burns wrote 
of a “parcel of rogues'' in Edinburgh, selling 
their country to the English, he could as eas- 
ily have dubbed them “a ship of fools”. 

But one of the oddest lost colonies is 
placed nowhere more exotic than Brom- 
ley-by-Bow. Today, with no disrespect to the 
residents of that quarter of London E3, it's 
an unremarkable slice of the capital, 
squeezed into the angle made by Bow Road 
and the Blackwall Tunnel Approach. 

Of course we know that Bromley had seen 
grander days. This was the site of the pri- 
ory whose French teaching was mocked by 
Geoffrey Chaucer in the Canterbury Tales. 
There was the Old Palace, built as a hunt- 
ing lodge by James I, and whose destruc- 
tion kickstarted the whole conservation 
movement, so appalled were Londoners by 
the casual destruction of a beautiful 300- 
year-old building (though one of its rooms 
ended up in the Victorian and Albert Mu- 
seum in Kensington, where you can see it 
to this day). 

But it was a neighbouring building, 
again casually cast down by the relentlessly 
improving Victorians, which holds the 
key to the Scottish colony. Today, the site

of Tudor House is the Bromley-By-Bow 
recreation ground - a much-needed spread 
of green space for 19th century East Enders 
to be sure, but it's astonishing to think of 
what was carelessly lost. 

Photographs of Bromley High Street in 
the late 1800s show a semi-rural village of 
weatherboard houses and old inns. Brom- 
ley, of course, lay on the very edges of Lon- 
don (it was still nominally Middlesex 
countryside); over the other side of the Riv- 
er Lea, which formed the borough's east- 
ern boundary, lay Essex and the yet to be 
curtailed spread of Epping Forest. The for- 
est and rural Essex had, in earlier days, been 
a hunting ground for King James, hence the 
construction of the Old Palace on the east- 
ern route out of London. 

James VI of Scotland ascended the Eng- 
lish throne in 1601, on the death of Eliza- 
beth I. The new James I quickly established 
a coterie of his native Scots in his London 
court, and it's from here the stories of the 
Scots colony at Bromley arise. 

Tudor House had been built in the late 
1500s but acquired its name from a branch 
of the Tudor family who supposedly came 
to join a Scots colony in Bromley at the in- 
vitation of their cousin, the new monarch. 
James had qualified as English king through 
his great-grandmother, Margaret Tudor, el- 
der sister of Henry VIII. 

In his magisterial Survey of London, CR 
Ashbee writes: “The king is supposed to have 
founded a settlement in the parish early 
in the 17th century of persons mainly of 
Scotch nationality.” Intriguing further ev- 
idence of the Scottish connection comes 
through the elaborate decoration of the Old 
Palace, built in 1606 for the king. Today per- 
fectly preserved in the V&A, architectural 
historians have identified it as by the 
same hand which made the Panel Room 
at Balcarres House in Fife. 

Ashbee was writing in the last days of 



the 19th century and painted a tantalising 
picture of a Bromley just about to disap- 
pear. The Tudor House was “one of sever- 
al buildings which still remain as relics of 
the village of Bromley. The village is 
marked by the winding High-street, which 
widens into a triangular space before the 
churchyard. In the High-street are several 
interesting specimens of architecture of the 
village type... if [the Tudor House] were de- 
stroyed a very distinctive landmark would 
have perished,” he wrote. 

A leading light of the Arts and Crafts 
movement, Ashbee had established his 
Guild and School of Handicraft in 
Whitechapel, and was battling against 
the Victorian enthusiasm for razing historic 
buildings. The Old Palace had already been 
lost. Ashbee wrote: “The palace was de- 
molished by the London School Board at the 
beginning of the compilation of this reg- 
ister. On the eve of its destruction the house 
was in admirable repair, the timbers per- 
fect, the fitments and interior panelling for 
the most part preserved. The early Ja- 
cobean stone carving on the mantelpieces 
was still crisp and new, and the plaster work 
of the ceilings of much thickness and 
sound consistency. The original oak stair- 
case in the southern part of the house, with 
its massive moulded newels, handrails, and

balusters was also in perfect preservation.” 
On the site was built the Old Palace School 
in 1896 (itself destroyed by bombs in 
World War 2, and rebuilt). 

Alas for the Tudor House it was bought 
by the London County Council for £6,088 
on June 13, 1898. The LCC was looking to cre- 
ate a new public park for the densely pop- 
ulated neighbourhood. An admirable aim, 
but Tudor House, despite being in 'excel- 
lent condition, especially the old work', ac- 
cording to Ashbee, was demolished. In its 
place, a garden, with a bandstand, toilets 
and also a gymnasium for children was 
opened in April 1900. 

Over the years, the Bromley Recreation 
Ground dwindled to a 'barren and often 
abandoned stretch of grass'. In recent 
years, rather beautifully restored, it has been 
incorporated into the grounds of the Brom- 
ley by Bow Centre.

Quit smoking for Ramadan

HELP is at hand in the run 
up to Ramadan for people 
wanting to quit smoking. 

Dr Somen Banerjee, director 
of public health at the council, 
said: “Ramadan is an ideal time 
to start healthy habits. The 
health and financial benefits of 
quitting tobacco extend be- 
yond a few weeks as you great- 
ly reduce your risk of lung 
cancer, heart disease and stroke. 

“Stop smoking advisers will be 
available for advice and support." 

Tower Hamlets continues to 
have among the highest levels 
of smoking and smokeless to- 
bacco use in London with more 
than 45,000 adults (24.5 per 
cent) continuing to smoke reg- 
ularly, compared to the London 
rate of 21 per cent. 


However, smoking rates have 
continued to decrease - ap- 
proximately 23 per cent of the 
population are ex-smokers and 
more than 1,400 people have 
quit tobacco with support from 
local services since April. 

Dr Sam Everington, chair of 
NHS Tower Hamlets Clinical 
Commissioning Group and a lo- 
cal GP, urges Muslims to quit for 
Ramadan and to seek support 
if they need it. 

He said: “You can also access 
free NHS Stop Smoking ser- 
vices through your local phar- 
macy or GP practice. 

“The service can offer support 
that won't break your fast. 

“I really encourage people of 
all ages to speak to their GP or 
pharmacy and take on the chal- 
lenge of stopping smoking 
before and beyond Ramadan."

Performance and paranoia - 
art tackles our deepest fears

A NEW show promises to probe 
some of our deepest anxieties 
when it opens in Hackney Wick 
this week. 

The Manual Oracle, an artistic project 
developed with mental health profes- 
sionals and patients, deals with such top- 
ics as paranoia, self-consciousness, racist 
xenophobia and surveillance culture. 

The inspiration behind the production 
is what is considered one of the world's 
earliest self-help books, Manual Oracle, 
a 17th century guide for surviving the 
intrigues of court by Spanish Baroque 
writer Baltasar Gracian. 

The performance, at the Yard Theatre, 
is directed and adapted by Phoebe Von 
FLeld and features a mix of sound, instal- 
lation and acting. 

She said: “Society is presented as a 
dangerous place where we must be 


constantly on the watch. In today's 
culture, which is obsessed with 
surveillance, self-representation and 
manipulation, I think that Gracian 
resonates very strongly.'' 

But it's not all doom and gloom: 
“There is also a lot of humour in our on- 


going efforts of presenting ourselves to 
our fellow human beings in the most 
favourable light; in our attempts to 
watch ourselves and see beyond the 
masks of other people,'' added Von Held. 

The Manual Oracle is one of a month- 
long run of special events for Anxiety

Arts Festival 2014, a London-based series 
that explores how the concepts of anx- 
iety are lived, perceived and represented. 

Taking place throughout June, the 
anxiety-related shows are curated 
by the Mental Health Foundation and 
includes a series of films at the Barbican, 
the first of which is Hitchcock's The 
Lodger on Sunday, June 1.

Eating out, eating in 

Hipster joint delicious 
but a tad too pricey

THE Hoi Polloi just oozes hipness 
in its very fabric. So cool that you 
don’t even know how to get into 
the joint (we eventually worked it 
out, it’s through the flower shop 
next to the hotel). 

My dining partner is already in his ele- 
ment as the music is all British and from 
the 80s and beyond, meaning dinner turns 
out to be a PopMaster quiz with food. 

If the devil really is in the detail, then I 
can reveal Satan is a hipster: David Mellor 
cutlery and Alessi glassware, everything you 
touch gently whispers you can't afford me'. 

This is wasted on the Silver Fox who com- 
pares the carefully designed Nordic inte- 
riors with the Crossroads reception circa 
1969. 1, however, was lapping up the per- 
fect cool interiors paired with the beauti- 
ful people sliding in and out like swans. 

The food is not in the usual menu for- 
mat, but that of a local paper. Twelve pages 
describe and overlap options of breakfast, 
dinner, brunch, afternoon tea, cocktails and 
supper. It would be tempting just to take 
up permanent residency if it weren't for the 
pesky issue of money. 

And this is a bit of an issue, everything 
is just a tad too expensive, sometimes by 
a matter of a few pounds, but that soon adds 
up. For starters we had the reasonably priced 


thousand layer potatoes with anchovy 
cream (£4) and taramasalata, fennel and 
rye bread (£5). 

It is a well-established fact that if I had 
to eat just one thing it would be chips. Okay, 
or garlic bread. But probably chips as they 
just cannot be bettered. Well, the thousand 
layer potato begs to differ and I would come 
back here time and again just for this: but- 
tery, creamy carbed heaven, a little like gratin 
dauphinois but in chip form for ease of 
(heavy) consumption. 

The taramasalata was also superb in its 
glossy creaminess, and punctuated by the 
acidity of fennel with caraway seeds. 

Mains were plaice with squid and as- 
paragus (delicious, erring on the small side 


but perfectly filleted and artistically pre- 
sented) and squash, sage and potato 
dumplings (the most interesting vegetar- 
ian dish I've had for a while). 

No need for pudding as we'd accidentally 
eaten our own body weight in delicious ar- 
tisan bread at the beginning. 

Two courses, twinned with a delicious 
sauvignon carafe, came in at just over £60 
including service, bread and water. 

The food is impressive as you'd expect 
from the minds of Bistrotheque, and I think 
this is definitely worth a visit but as a treat 
and ideally more of a group than a date set- 
ting (if you can find it!).

Permit Transfer Scheme: 
for residents moving to 
3 bedroom or larger social 
rented car free homes 

The Mayor of Tower Hamlets introduced 
the new Permit Transfer Scheme (PTS) 
to operate from 5 September 201 1 to 
help to reduce the levels of 
overcrowding in social rented housing in 
the borough. The PTS helps some 
families move to larger social rented car 
free homes by allowing them to retain 
one on-street resident car parking 
permit subject to the PTS criteria as 
outlined below being met. The PTS is a 
change in the operation of the Councils 
existing on-street Residents' Parking 
Permit Scheme. 


CAR FREE HOMES 


No on-street residents 1 parking permits issued 


The Council's 'car free homes' planning policy 
was introduced in Tower Hamlets in the late 
1990s to help reduce traffic congestion and 
better manage the limited supply of on-street 
parking spaces. This initiative also helps to 
reduce the level of air pollution from motor 
vehicles and encourages more people to 
walk, cycle and go by public transport. 

The Transport for London (TfL) Cycle Hire 
scheme (www.tfl.gov.uk/cycling) and local pay- 
as-you-go car clubs (www.carplus.org.uk) are 
also now available in Tower Hamlets to help you 
get around in healthier, greener ways. 

If you live in a car free home, you will not be able 
to apply for on-street residents' car parking 
permits, unless you hold a disabled driver's blue 
badge or are eligible under the Permit Transfer 


Scheme (PTS), which is targeted at social rented 
housing residents. The criteria for the PTS is as 
follows: 

1. applies to residents moving to 3 bedroom or 
larger social rented car free homes; 

2. only one on-street resident parking permit per 
household is permitted; 

3. you must have held your on-street car parking 
permit for at least 1 year prior to moving home; 

4. your on-street parking permit must be 
renewed and not lapse to remain eligible under 
the scheme; 

5. the tenant is responsible for providing proof of 
PTS eligibility to Parking Services (including a 
duly signed and dated Tower Hamlets Homes or 
housing association approved tenancy 
agreement); and 


6. the PTS was introduced on (and operates 
from) 5 September 201 1 by Tower Hamlets 
Council and is not retrospective . 

Residents in car free homes can apply for a 
temporary parking permit for visiting trades 
people for £5 a day. To qualify, written proof of 
the work to be carried out must be provided, 
along with the vehicle's details. Each home can 
apply for a maximum of 20 one-day-permits 
within a 6 month period. 

Alternatively, scratchcards are available for 
trades people and visitors, providing parking for 
up to five hours on weekdays and all day on 
weekends. Households can apply for up to 3 
books of 1 0 scratchcards per year. For permit
